A lady assures me that she cannot 


bring- herself to eat bran, because bran 
is not fit for human dig-estion,..being- 
intended rather for horses and cattle. 
Yet this same g-ood woman never wor- 
ries about the possible, nay, the in- 
evitable, ill effects of 'the pills .she 
relies upon habitually to regelate one 
important feature of digestion; that is, 
intestinal motollty. 
In milling: refined white flour the 


g-erm of the wheat, containing: nearly 
all of the fat, is removed, and the 
outer layers of the wheat (the bran) 
are also removed. The removal of the 
germ of the wheat increases keeping 
qualities, but greatly decreases nutri- 
ent qualities. 
"White flour represents 


less than three-fourths of the original 
wheat. 


The bran contains practically all of 


the vitamins of wheat and 
one-fifth 


of the protein. 
But is the 
bran 
o£ 
wheat utilized; that is, can it be di- 
gested by human beings? 
There - is 


a- general impression, (strengthened by 
the theories of old-time 
dieticians, 
that wheat bran Is indigestible. 


Scientific investigation of this ques- 


tion has been carried out by the office 
of home economics, U. S. department 
o'f agriculture. 
When fine wheat bran 


was- fed to normal individuals a trifle 
less than half of the contained protein 
and a trifle more than half of the con- 
tained carbohydrate was digested and 
absorbed, and when coarse bran was 
used, something- less .than one-third 
of the protein and over half of the 
carbohydrate was-utilized. 


In all the subjects tested, whether 
they were athletic, moderately active 
or sedentary, it. was invariably no- 
ticed that a thicker residue was left in 
the bowel. That is a. natural stimulus 
to bowel motility, and hence a natural 
laxative, but in the studies referred to 
no particular difference was noticed in 
the laxative action of fine and coarse 
grans.
